Chaos in China. 


A new Cabinet has been appointed in 
China; but the decisions of a helpless 
President at Peking have ceased to mean 
anything at all. The vast Republic still 
stagnates or suffers in the hands of its 
provincial governors, No central authority 
exists or is likely to exist in the near 
future. China's crying need is a strong 
man, and two months ago it was possible 
to think that he had been found. General 
Wu Pei-fa, an able soldier and ad: 
ministrator, raised the national hopes by 
freeing Peking from the domination of 
Chang Tso-lin. He refused, however, to 
accept further responsibilities of leader 
ship and withdrew from the capital. In 
China, as throughout the East, the spirit 
of renunciation seems to be always in 
conflict with the instincts of, action, The 
present outlook in China, political and 
economic, seems to be thoroughly de- 
pressing. Mr. Perceval Landon, the 
Special Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, who has made an inland 


‘journey from Peking to Canton. confesses 


that he can see no gleam of light on the 
horizon, “One leaves the country eon- 
ripced that there lie before China years 
of turmoil and internecine strife.’’ It is, 
perhaps, the richest country in the world.

All, 
however, seem to be reluctant to commit 
themselves individually to the tremendous 
task ; and, while all have the same ideals 
for China, they have shown no desire to 
act in unison, It may be that the sense 
of ‘“team-work’’ is feund only in 
occidental lands. Mr, Landon has con- 
vinced himself, at any rate, that China s 
salvation, if it is to be achieved, must be 
achieved, not by Parliaments, but by a 
dictator or, perhaps, a triumvirate. He 
is inclined to believe also that unification 
will come only with a, return of the 
imperial power. The blind devotion to 
the person of the Emperor was a link 
between Chinamen high and low, rich and 
poor, which no formula of modern de- 
mocracy is likely to replace. ) 


Literary Censorship. 


Thinkers and moralists in the United 
States are gravely dissatisfied with the 
tendency of the younger school of Ameri- 
can writers to spread nakedly before the 
public consciousness the things over which 
decency habitually draws the veil of 
reserve. There is no doubt that, while 
the better class of American literature 
remains healthy, too many such books are 
coming on the market. It is not a ques- 
tion of morality or that these writers, 
or their readers, are becoming porno 
graphically minded. On the contrary, the 
writers, who are generally and 
frequently women, probably declare that 
they are simply creating new art forms. 
What the readers think is not clear, No 
doubt, they read the books because the 
authors form a mutual admiration society 
and recommend one another’s works to a 
cullible public. It is obviously bad for 
the writers, and worse for the public, that 
books of an indecent character should 
become popular under the misconception 
that they are an advance in art, or that 
the world will be more enlightened after 
it has learned to treat sex from the view- 
point of a professor of anatomy, and the 
world’s physical and intellectual ash-cans 
with the expectant interest of a rag-picker. 
The suggestion is advanced seriously in 
certain quarters thai, in order to curb 
this sort of thing, a ‘Committee of 
Ethics’ should be formed for the purpose 
of. censoring all American ‘fiction before 
it is permitted to be published, Of course, 
the remedy would be than the 
disease. The case, as yet, is not one for 
the moralist, and censors of morals is 
precisely what such a committee would 
become. The offence is against. decency, 
but the indecency is an intellectual, not a 
moral, indecency. An intellectual censor- 
ship is the one impossible thing. Public 
taste must be left to work out the salva- 
tion of art, and hitherto esthetic history 
records no instance where it has failed,

We seem, how- 
ever, to be grumbling, after all. It is, 
indeed, a natural habit where the weather 
is concerned ; but here are three reasons 
for patience and thankfulness. In the 
first place, as we have said, typhoons do 
not visit lreland. In the next place, while 
we been chastised with showers, 
England has been chastised with deluges. 
Finally, the great majority of us have 
been under snug shelter while the 
country’s young soldiers have been lining 
wet ditches and wading in the mud of 
broken roads.

Nothing could have been more clear 
and explicit than M. Poincaré s statemen 
of the French case, and the British Prime 
Minister's exposition of this countrys 
views in no way came short of it. As 
one of the papers puts it, “the cards are 
now on the table,’ though that Is not 
altogether a fortunate expression, since 
the essence of the situation is that France 
and Britain are partners and mo 
opponents. 


THE FRENCH PROPOSALS. 


The average Englishman has, | believe, 
a good deal of sympathy with the French 
proposals, and in principle does not dis- 
approve of any of the specific methods 
which M. Poincaré advocates in the case 
of continued recalcitrancy on the part o! 
Germany. Where doubt is felt is not 
as regards the justice, but as regards the 
practicability, of the proposals. I he Pall 
Mall Gazetie quite fairly asks: * Suppos- 
ing that Germany’s public finance, 
currency and banking operations are pub 
in the hands of trustees for the Alles, 
would such a course make for that increase 
of production without which it As im- 
possible for large reparation payments to 
be secured? It would involve France anc 
ourselves in an iniinity of trouble and 
expense. Would the results be commen- 
surate with these? Would German imdus 
try work better or worse in the hands o! 
a strict Allied control?” 

That, we may assume, is one of the 
principal questions that the committee o! 
financial experts to which M. Poincare 4 
proposals have been referred is how con 
sidering. The answer will dépend upon 
a multitude of factors—economic, politica! 
and to no small extent psychological—as 
to which the man-in-the-street is imper- 
fectly formed. The experts themselves 
may very well take different views. 
speedy decision is not, therefore, to be 
expected. Nevertheless, [ am still. hope 
tú] that the Conference will not separate 
until it has hammered out a policy which 
all the Powers will be prepared 1 
support. 


RAIN IN LONDON 


London was to-day visited by rains ch 
torréntial violence. Streets in the City 
were transformed int» rivers. while th: 
showers lasted, but fortunately the 
drainage system carried off all the water 
shortly after the rain subsided. Im the 
suburbs, however, the floods were not so 
easily handled, and the basements of many 
houses were flooded for quite a long time 
The rains in the country districts appear 
to have been of a more vivlent character. 
In some cases whole villages are under 
water, while even as near to London as 
the Slough district much damaze was done 
by wind as well as by rain.

POSITION IN THE SOUTH. 

GENERAL O’DUFFY’S REVIEW. 

The following review of the military situation 
in the South-Western Command by General 
0’ Duffy, G.O.C., was issued by the Publicity 
Department, Field General Headquarters, South- 
Western Command, at 10.20 o'clock last 
night :— 

The victorious march of the national troors in 
ihe South-Western Command continues from 
day to day. Since I last reviewed the situation 
on 3lst July the troops have been victorious on 


all fronts. 
On the lát August 


held East and Mid- 
Limerick from the Tipperary border to the 
River Maigue. We have since crossed the 
Maigue, and captured Adare, Rathkeale, and 
Newcastle-West. 12 miles beyond the river, 
clearing all small posts like Kilmacow, Kilfinny, 
and Ballingarry on the way. 

The country being close and thickly wooded, 
the utmost caution was preserved, and when 
our troops had captured Newcastle-West our 
casualties from Limerick were only one killed 
and three wounded, The irregulars suffered 
heavily, losing three of their leaders and many 
dead and wounded. We have also captured a 
large number of prisoners. 

The irregulsrs have also been cleared from 
Askeaton, Foynes. and Glin, and with the ex- 
ception of concentrating at Abbeyfeale, on the 
Kerry border, and Drumeollocher, on the Cork 
border, they are now completely routed from 
County Limerick, 

The Limerick City irregulars, with the 
remnants of their leaders, are now reported at 
Abbeyfeale. After the surrender of Limerick 
they fled to Patrickswell, thence to Adare, 
thence in rapid succession to Rathkeale, to 
Newcastle West, to Abbevfeale. 

As was anticipated, Kilmallock fell shortly 
after the capture of Bruree and when the 
national troops had established themselves on 
the east and west flanks. We now strong! 
hold a line three miles south of Kilmallock. add- 
ing Galbally to our list of posts on the left 
flank. 

On the east our advance has been even more 
marked. We have established a strong outpost 
at Newport, Co. Tipperary, and extended the 
line Pallas-Oola to Tipperary, to our taking 
control of Limerick Junction, a most important 
post. The capture of Tipperary  with- 
eat artillery or a machine-gun against 
a strong, well-established force was particnlarly 
brilliant. Street after street, and house 
after house was stormed by the 
national forces until the irreguhwe were 

Further east in Tipperary the irreguiars lost 
heavily at Golden, and were forced to beat 8 
hasty retreat, leaving an armoured Lancia car 
and a machine gun on the street. This success 
was quickly Mfollowed by the capture of the 
historic Rock of Cashel, which is now strongly 
beid by the national troops 

Other centres cleared of irregulars in this 
vicinity are Bobanlahan and Killenaule. With 
the possible exception of Clonmel the irregulars 
now hold no post in Tipperary, though they 
still continue to harass the civiliav population in 
a few quarters. 

They have been driven out of their last vost 
tion in Clare and Galway-Kilrush—where Simon 
MicInerney, the West Clare irregular Jerder re- 
ferred to in mv last review, was captured under 
the counter of a public-house. A system of 
thorough and systematic sweeps is being carried 
out in this area, and at present upwards of 250 
irregulars have been captured. In some few 
isclated districts, however, which the national 
troops have as vet been unable to reach, a con- 
siderable amount of railway and road des(ruc- 
tion is indulged in. 

Our troops have entered Kerry. and in quick 
fime have captured Fenit. Spa. Tarbert, Bally- 
loneford, Listowel, Castleisland, and Farranfore 
Junction. ‘The people of the Kingdom gave our 
troops a right roval welcome. They greeted 
the national troops as their deliverers from 
hondece. We lost 11 of the Dublin Guards. Jre- 
land's best, in Kerrv, but thev cave their lives 
Ireland, and, like their cemrades who fell 
in 1916 and since, to carry out the will of the 
Irish people.

Advancing 
then upon Tralee itself in three columns which 
carefully avoided the main roads they again 
surprised the irregulars, and after some of the 
most stubborn fighting in the war captured 
the town. The national troops claim to have 
killed 75 irregulars; the deaths of 30 seem to 
be fairly certain. ' 

Brigadier Daly's troops now needed rest and 
reinforcements before they could adventure more. 
As it was, the irregulars outnumbered and 
surrounded them, barring the road from Fenit 
to Tralee. From Listowel Colonel-Commandant 
Hogan set out with reinforcements to 
link up with Brigadier Daly, over twenty miles 
away. I had hoped to join in this expedition, 
but the delays of tides and the absence of 
motor conveyances made it impossible. The 
juncture was effected, and the two forces co- 
operating took Castleisland and Farranfore, in 
spite of the enemy being in considerable 
strength. 

Not a town of any importance: remains in 
Limerick or North Kerry which is not in the 
hands of the national forces, and the flank is 
now sufficiently clear to admit of an advance 
in the centre. But while the irregulars are 
driven out of the towns, it is necessary to 
sound a note of warning. Not many of their 
whole number have been either captured or 
killed, and, though it is undoubted that many 
are deserting to their homes, quite sufficient 
remain to be able to harry small parties of 
men, and to interrupt communications. 

When we entered Ballylongford yesterday 
morning we disturbed three men in the act of 
robbing the Post Office, which shows the diffi- 
culty of holding any country district in com- 
plete control. In Limerick, as in Dublin, an 
offeusive and lying propaganda has accused 
the national forces of maltreating their 
prisoners. | have frequently sen the 
prisoners in ibeir captors’ hands, and they 
are treated with a clemency bordering on 
indulgence. The last batch 1 saw at Listowel 
were in a large room full of friends 
and relations, laughing and joking with them. 
They were continually receiving parcels of food- 
stuffs and tobacco, and appeared on the very 
best. of terms with both their guards and them- 
eclves. Im no single insiance have 1 seen a 
prisoner maltreated, and, though 1 was told of 
one man who was struck while being arrested, 
it appears that the blow was given in self- 
defence, as the prisouer was himself about +o 
hit out.

AMERICAN BISHOP'S 
DENUNCIATION, 

Addressing the members of the Arch-Confra- 
ternity of the Holy Family, at Mount St 
Aiphousus, Limerick, on Monday night, Most. 
Rev. Dr. Turner, Bishop of Buffalo, U.S.A., 
said that the circumstances at the time on 
which he last had the pleasure of speaking to 
them, thirteen years ago, were different to the 
circumstances which now existed. “The years 
that had imtervened had been marked by a 
good deal of fighting, and during that time 
Amertea had done or at least had tried to do 
|} her part, on behalf of the cause of Ireland by 
the sacrifices she had made, for they had made 
sacrifices on behalf of the fighting men of Ire- 
land from the beginning to the end. But they 
never imagined that they were to see the day 
that they would find Irishmen fighting amongst 
themselves. He reminded the congregation that 
he had been expected to be present at the 
celebration of the Feast of St. Alphonsus on 
Sunday, but his reason for not being among 
them on the oécasion was what at-the time he 
was in Kilmallock, and was unable to reach the 
city. 

While he waa in Kilmallock he had learned a 
good deal by personal observation in regard to 
the destruction of property,: especially of the 
looting of the workhouse of Kilmallock, includ- 
ing the residence of the nuns, who, as everyone 
knew, were there solely devoting themselves to 
the sick and to the weak and to the dependent. 
Neither their secred character as nuns, declared 
his lordship, nor their well-known work for 
humanity were considered when the crowds from 
the back lanes of Kilmallock, under the pro- 
tection and encouragement of the so-called Irish 
Republicans, started, and continued for two 
whole weeks, to load their carts and wagons 
with what was, after all, the property of people 
devoted to humanitarian and charitable pur- 
2O8ES.

The Government realised at an early period 
the importance of the sea as a means of 
transporting troops and of keeping isolated 
stations supplied with food and munitions of 
war. The waters cannot. have trenches cut 
across them or trees felled to obstruct them, 
nor, with the resources at the command of the 
irregulars, can they be mined. 

So far every naval enterprise has succeeded 
without a hitch. Troops have been brought 
from Dublin to Limerick and Tralee, and from 
Limerick to Tarbert and Foynes along the high- 
way of the Shannon. Food is supplied every 
day. The great services of the sea are being 
used in ane way or another by motor boat, 
tramp, tug, dredger, and coaster to forward the 
national cause. 

Tired, then, of ceaseless land skirmishes, made 
up of ambuscades and ambiguity, where neither 
side is quite sure of the position of the other, 
and both sides seem engaged in a war of villages 
to the avoidance of a final and hazardous trial 
of a in a pitched battle, I was glad to 
pass a day seeing something of the sea trans- 
port which is supplying those semi-isolated 
forces now at work in West Limerick and Kerr 
at the rear of the irregular concentration whic 
had been designed to strike at the flank of the 
Kilmallock advance, but which was rudely 
buffeted at Adare. ' 


THE SEVEN-KNOT DREDGER. 


The vessel on. which I embarked with a 
ration party under General MacManus was no 
ocean greyhound. From the high -super- 
structure, on the top of which wae perched the 
wheel-house, a strange sight met one’s eyes 
looking forward. The squat ugly hull seemed 
cut in two by a long alleyway of green water 
ten feet wide and extending from the two- 
peaked prow to rather more than half-way down 
the vessel. In the oily wash of the water great 
square-linked cables showed, and slanting from 
poop to bridge was a ladder of buckets, for 
the vessel on which I was about to 
voyage was an ordinary bucket-<dredger, with 
all that this term implies. The decks 
of a dredger are not holystoned every day, 
nor is its paint-work kept like that of a man- 
o’-war; still, she was staunch and true, and 
when flying along at her fastest trial speed of 
seven knots an hour at least caused an un- 
seémly commotion in the wake, where the sca 
birds performed their task of ocean scavengers. 

We weighed anchor at a few minutes before 
six, and proceeded satisfactorily down the 
Shannon, along through the pool, and over the 
foul ground into Tervo Pool, leaving Lock Rock 
to port, and so into The Hole, slidin a the 
Whelps and the Scarlet, Reach to Dea oman's 
Hand Rock. How suggestive are these names 
of the old times!—of “Spanish sailors with 
bear lips,” of John Silver, with his blue 
and ed hat and his wooden leg; of pistols 
and cutlasses and carronades; of uried 
treasure and frigate and privateer; of rum and 
molasses and lace secretly emuggled in beneath 
the suspicious noses of Revenue officers; of the 
spice-laden East Indiaman and the tea clippers 
speeding from the squall, with royals and top- 
gallants etill set in an effort to break all 
records. 

Heigho, and we are on a dredger, useful 
énough in all conscience, the unassuming char- 
woman of the mercantile marine, but with 
such a charwoman’s figure! In parenthesis | 
may say that all charwomen have ove of two 
sel figures, the angular rectilinear or the 
puffed pyramidal. Our lassie is the evil 
essence of both combined. 

Here my reverie was interrupted, Up to the 
wheelhouse, with many clanking protestations, 
are being hauled heavy plates of armour which 
once adorned a Limerick police barracks. They 
are being placed round the steersman and fare; 
below more plates are lining the bulwarks to 
protect the riflemen we carry. We 
are no longer a dredger, but an iron- 
clad—we are the national Navy. The 
charwoman’'s arms are no longer akimbo, but 
outstretched ready tw scratch, and woe betide 
the man who now dares to be flippant on the 
subject of her figure. To right and left stretch 
the banks of the Shannon clothed here with 
broad banks of feathered reeds softening away 
into a green deliciousness. The .water is as 
smooth as a freshly-ironed tablecloth and grey 
with the enticing greyness of a cat's fur. 
Ahead, slanting pillars of light break through 
shifting masses of sullen cloud, and on the 
horizon the round, baked hills wallow like a 
herd of extinct saurians, swollen with midday 
fulyess in the torrid waters of a liassic lagoon. 
It is @il very beautiful. And that rifle at my 
elbow is very dirty, and the safety catch is 
not on and I am descending to the deck. There 
is virtue in sardines and Worcester sauce and 
a botile of “Black and White,” which - can 
allure even a spirit soaked in the beauty of a 
Shannon evening. 


THE STORY OF TARBERT. 


_ When I come up from supper we are engaged 
in the national pastime of trailing our coat— 
that is to say we are steaming close into 
the southern shore in a place where we know 
irregular posts are situated, in the hope 
that we may draw their fire and add to the 
gaiety of the trip. But no one deigns to notice 
us, and from the passing hills two ruined 
eastles stare upon us disdainfully, as if to 
remind us that generations before us have done 
as we are doing, and generations after will do 
the same. Jt is an uncomforting reflection. 
Ruins are always sentimental or cynical and 
unprofitable. There is Bowline Rock with its 
tron perch to starboard, and in front of us is 
Yarbert, about which a story must be told. 
When the powers that be decided to make a 
diversion in East Limerick and Kerry, it was 
necessary to transport the troops by sea, 
as the irregulars held, at that time. 
Adare, Rathkeale and Neweastlewest. The task 
was entrusted to General McManus, who had 
taken part in the most famous landing in his- 
tory, and he was given power to commandeer 
whatever boats he required. He chose three— 
the Garryowen, a very recently built grain 
Ship, with high superstructure made for the 
elevating machinery, and the Turk and Corona, 
two lighter draught Limerick tugs. Tarbert 
was clearly the desirable place at which to 
land; Tarbert, whose strategic importance is 
evidenced by. the remains of a Danish fort, a 
ruined redoubt, and a semi-modern battery. A 
difficulty arose; however, because the irregulars 
were watching with eagle eyes at Tarbert har- 
bour and Tarbert road. 

Close scrutiny of the large scale Admiraliy 
charts showed that on the other side of the 
promontory formed by Tarbert Asland and the 
Spit connecting it with the mainland a small 
shingly bay shelved quietly to the water, and 
here it was decided to land from boats. The 
vessels, previously sandbagged and armoured, 
and mounting a machine gun, proceeded down 
the channel as if butter would not melt in 
their holds, and lay up to Kilrush, where a 
number of stout and roomy row-boats had been 
prepared under cover of night. The troops 
were by those boats conveyed to the waiting 
vessels, anchors were weighed; and the two tugs 
proceeded direct to their destination, while the 
Garryowen, being a faster vessel, steamed down 
the channel, and then in a wide circle to the 
rendezvous, where in the early dawn she met 
her companions. The Turk and the Corona 
stood by on her port side, The troops were 
disembarked into the tows, oars dipped, and 
bows scrunched on the shingle, and every soldier 
was put on shore without a single 
hitch ‘occurring anywhere. The troops 
marched across the. promontory and came 
upon the unsuspecting irregulars in 
the rear. The Turk. Bashi-Bazouked round 
to Tarbert Roads, and the irregulars made a 
bolt for home, leaving behind them the 
prisoners already mentioned in the official 
despatch. : 


ARRIVAL AT LISTOWEL. 


The troops did not wait long, but, leaving an 
adequate guard at Tarbert, marched to Bally- 
longford, where General MaeManus. going by 
sea in the motor launch Maga, met them. Here 
further captures waited—no less than the. whole 
Divisional Staff” of the irregulars operating 
in West Limerick—and from here they pushed 
on to Listowel, which fell on Saturday last 
without a blow, yielding 23 prisoners, not 50, as 
I erroneously stated yesterday.

The Committee of Experts appointed by 
the Allied Conference in London has 
examined the proposals put forward by 
M. Poincaré for exacting reparations from 
Germany by means of certain sanctions, 
and has decided that they are not feasible. 

Comments in the Paris newspapers on 
Mr. Lloyd George s address to the Con- 
ference are unfavourable. It is held that 
he is favouring the reconstruction of Ger- 
many at the expense of France. 

The sanctions imposed by France to 
force Germany to pay the £2,000,000 on 
account of clearing-house (pre-war) debts 
form the subject of a protest which the 
Reich will send to the Allied Governments. 
This protest pleads for “a respite for the 
purpose of convalescence.”

EXPERTS AND MORAL EFFECT ON 
GERMANY. 


The proposals made by Mr. Poincaré for en- 
suring the payment of reparations are under- 
stood to be :— ; 

(1) Re-establishment of a Customs barrier 
along the Eastern frontier of the occupied area 
of Germany. 

(2) Allied. participation in German industrial 
concerns. 

(3) A tax on Rulir coal. 

(4) Control of the Reichsbank. 

These were discussed by the Committee of Ex- 
perts yesterday, and Reuter’s Agenty learns 
from a well-informed foreign quarter that it will 
be found that the weight of opinion 1s against 
the French proposal for the establishment of a 
Customs barrier, and also against the imposition 
of taxation in occupied area, 

The proposal to seize mines and forests was 
also rejected, but in this connection the Com- 
mittee of Experts will be invited to consider a 
system of guarantees, ensuring the supply of 
coal and wood to the Allies. 

The proposal to ask Germany to agree to a 
share in industrial concerns being given to the 
Allies was also rejected, the view expressed by 
the Italian Forcign Mirister that there was a 
contradiction in granting a moratortum an] 
taking German property was generally favoured. 
It was aiso held that these steps were not neces- 
sary in view of the guarantees lately imposed 
bv the Committee of Guarantees after its visit 
to Berlin. i 

Tt was felt that it was nocessary to view some 
of these matters not merely from the financial 
standpoint, but also to take into account their 
political and moral effects. 

The Committee discussed the propesals from 
the point of view whether they wou!d be pro- 
ductive. It unanimously recognised that these 
measures would produce a sum of money which 
was of relatively small importance compared 
with Germany's obligations, but which was, 
nevertheless, an appreciable figure, amounting, 
as it ia estimated that it would, to three or four 
hundred millions of gold marks. 

The British representatives expressed the view 
that the proposed measures woul produce but a 
poor result, while running. the risk of ultimaicly 
disorganising Germany's economic life. 

The British representatives referred more par- 
ticularly in this connection to the proposed 
taxation of the products of the Ruhr Basin. 
They pointed out that the Allies already pos- 
sessed under previous agreements precise and 
productive piédges, such as the 26 per cent. tax 
on exports, the seizure of Oustoms, etc., and 
that, moreover, the Committee of Guarantees 
was empowered to take similar measures if it 
thought necessary. 

M. de Lasteyric, the French Minister of 
Finance, replied that as a matter of fact Ger- 
many was not fulfilling her obligations as re- 
gards the export tax any more than the rest of 
her debt. Furthermore, if a moratorium was 
granted to Germany for the specie payments, 
the measures previously adopted could . not 
operate. 

The pledres. proposed, he remarked, were 
technical, fiscal, productive pledges, bearing no 
military complexion as would the occupation of 
fresh territory. The discussion brought out the 
fact that the problem bore a politica] rather 
than a technica] character. . 

The Experts Conference oconcluded at 
7.40 p.m. It will reassemble at 9.45 this morn- 
ing and prepare its report, which will be sub- 
mitted to the full Conference in the afternoon.

PARIS COMMENT ON THE 
CONFERENCE, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

Commenting on Mr. Lloyd George's speech 
yesterday, the Temps says:—Mr. Lloyd George 
epoke yesterday as if he were defending the 
interests of ‘Britain and Germany and Europe 
generally against the exigeticies of France. That 
is a false office which should be dissipated. If 
Britain suffers eo much from unemployment, if 
Germany has been encouraged to manufacture 
so much money, and finally, if Furope is tra- 
versing such a crisis, it is ih the first place 
because Mr. Lloyd George, the irremovable 
chief of the most powerful Government in 
Europe, has pursued a policy full of illusions 
and contradictions. 

In striving to redress that policy, one is gerv- 
ing the interests of Britain rather than of the 
German people, and of all European nations as 
well as French interests. i 

he Journaí dea Débats calls Mr. Lioyd 
George's reply to M. Poincaré “ extraordinarily 
feeble dialectically.” It says that his method 
of arguing is really “stupefying.” 

All the newspapers express satisfaction at M. 
he ge speech. ‘The Gaunilois says that he 
made a Yogical defence of his case, which was 
that it was inadmissible that under the pretext 
of saving the vanquished the victor should have 
to be reduced to ruin and despair. 

he Figaro says:—M. Poincaré’s statement 
represents the last word on Reparations. He 
defined the extreme limit of concession. Mr. 
Lloyd George can only secure modification in 
favour of Germany if France renounces her 
dignity and independence.—(Reuter.)

It is understood that the German Govern- 
ment is preparing a strong protest against the 
sanctions enforced. under the French Note of 
Saturday (in connection with Clearing House 
debts), though whether the protest will take the 
form of a Note or of a statement in the Press 
has not yet been decided. The German Go- 
vernment has sent to the Allies, through the 
usual diplomatic channel, a detailed statement 
setting forth the political and economic con- 
ditions of Germany, laying emphasis on the 
nepessity for granting to Germany a certain 
respite for the purpose of convalescence, and 
pointing out that a constant policy of threats 
will, both externally and internally, produce the 
worst effects. 

The statement further contains a request that 
the Reparations problem shall be settled in such 
a manner as not to ask impossible things of 
Germany, and not to drive her to despair.

For some time reports have been current 
of serious internal disorders in Italy. 
Frequent collisions have taken place 
between parties of Fascisti and Com- 
munists, and many persons have been 
killed and wounded. 

The Fascisti are drawn mainly from the 
student. class, and are violently opposed 
to anything savouring of socialism and 
communism. Organised bands of the 
opposing parties break up one another's 
public meetings, and where serious per- 
sonal injuries have been inflicted there 
have been violent reprisals. 


Genoa, Milan, Ancona, Parma, Leghorn and 
Brescia have been placed under:military control, 
and the Prime Minister, Signor Facta, who has 
so recently surmounted a political crisis, has 
appealed to the Parties to unite. in the interests 
of all Italy. 

The Pope, too, has joined in the efforts to 
restore peace. He has addressed a letter to the 
Roman Catholic bishops of the country urging 
them to preach the evangelical precept of 
brotherly love. 


THE POPE’S 
ITALY’S LOST PRESTIGE. 
ROME, Tuesday. 

The Pope has addressed a letter to the 
Catholic Bishops in Italy expressing deep sorrow 
at the recent disorders, and saving that the 
citizens, instead of joining in the efforts for 
the restoration of peace, rend each other .in 
bloody struggles and divide into factions. 

This, His Holiness points out, is injurious to 
the prestige of the Nation abroad, and delays 
moral and economic reconstruction at home. 

The Pope recalls the evangelical precept of 
love—namely, to’ love God, above all, and one’s 
neighbours as oneself. 

He urges all to return to the observance of 
this high precept of charity, from which alone 
peace and social welfare can be derived. The 
pecification of peoples, hé adds, is part of the 
work of the Anostolic Ministry, and he, there- 
fore, asks all the bishops to  wndertake 
assiduously this mission... which is so important 
at the present time.—(Reuter.)

TRAIN DERAILED, 


SERIOUS OUTRAGE IN COUNTY 
WATERFORD. 


News of a wanton outrage by irregulars 
reached Waterford yesterday from Kilmacthomas, 
When the 3.45 p.m. train from Cork reached 
Kilmacthomas on Thursday evening last at 
6.58 it was surrounded by a large party of 
irregulars, who ordered all the passengers to 
dismount. The engine driver and fireman were 
then ordered to drive the train to Carroll's 
Cross Station. : 

On arriving there the irregulars, who accom- 
panied the train, compelled the engine driver 
and. fireman to leave the footplate of the 
engine. Steam was then turned on, and the 
train was allowed to run on. The irregulars 
had already torn up the rails about a hundred 
yards beyond Carroll's Cross Station, and when 
it reached this point the train, which was fast 
gathering steam, left the rails and, running 
for some yards along the permanent way, 
finally toppled over on the side of the railway. 

Here both the engine and train he a com- 
plete wreck. Three corridor coaches and three 
wagons are very badly damaged. The work of 
salvage is expected to take some time, and the 
damage is estimated at. several thousand pounds. 

On inquiry at Kingsbridge yesterday, it was 
learned that there had been considerable raid- 
ing on the Great Southern and Western Railway 
line. Irregulars seized the goods store at 
Carrick. and took from it boots, butter, and 
jams.. Clonmel goods store was also raided, 
and a large quantity of bacon removed. A 
oods train was raided between Campile ard 
Ballycullane, and tobacco and confectionery 
were intérfered with. Again, a bridge between 
Kildare and Kildangan Stations, on the Carlow 
branch, was blown up on Monday night. 

The train service on the Cork and Waterford 
section is limited to stations as between Cork 
and Dungarvan. Similarly, owing to the blow- 
ing up of a bridge between Nenagh and Clough- 
jordan, the train service from Dublin is limited 
to the latter station. , 

The line between Limerick and Bruree ts now 
in order, and a local train service is operating 
between these points. 

Concerning the occupation of the companys 
first-class hotel at Killarney, it is now reported 
that the second-class hotel near by, which had 
been evacuated, was burned down. Details are

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


If the meeting at Downing street lasts long 
enough, it will coincide on Saturday with 
another meeting at Marienbad. There Dr. 
Masaryk and Dr. Benes, the President and 
Prime Minister of Czecho-Slovakia, and the 
Prime Minister and Foreign Minister of Jugo- 
Slavia will confer in the presence of King 
Alexander. 

Should the Downing: street meeting fail to 
yield a positive agreement between the Western 
Allies, Central Europe may become, within the 
next few weeks or months, the theatre of dls- 
turbances of which the beginning, but not the 
end, can be foreseen. In these circumstances 
the heads of States like Czccho-Slovakia and 
Jugo-Slavia may well feel it incumbent upon 
them to concert measures for their own pro- 
tection and for the defence of their vital in- 
terests.

WINTER TRADE OUTLOOK, 


UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times writes:—The Ministers who are chiefly 
occupied with the re-investigation of the unem- 
ployment problem are staying for the present 
within easy reach of London in order that 
their inquiries may be completed and con- 
clusions reached as soon as possible. There are 
two Cabinet Committees at work on the sub- 
ject. The official anticipation is that the un- 
employment will not be quite so severe next 
winter as it was last. In certain trades the 
prospects are definitely brighter already. 

The black spot is the shipbuilding industry. 
Depression in the shipbuilding trade has im- 
mediate reactions upon the steel and coal in- 
dustries, and the day when shipbuilding will 
revive is put, not merely months, but years, 
ahead. The industry has to anticipate a 
winter of acute unemployment. In spite of 
that, it is believed—though trade prophecies 
are never sure—that industry generally will be 
rather more active this winter. 

The plans to be discussed by the Unemploy- 
ment Relief Committee of the Cabinet will, 
therefore, be based on the assumption that un- 
employment in the winter will not be, if at 
all, in excess of what. it is now.

EXPERTS’ JOINT REPORT. 

In a message from New York yesterday, 7he 
Times Correspondent states :—According to the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger, the Army and 
Navy experts have drawn up a joint report to 
Congress, recommending that one thousand 
aeroplanes should be provided for the United 
States Army, in addition to the construction of 
the 250 machines already proposed for the use 
of the Navy. he Army machines could be 
divided equally between the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, with reserves at strategic positions 
inland.

GOVERNMENT IN DESPAIR. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that a Note couched 
in despairing ierms has been despaiched to the 
Allies by the Austrian Government. It points 
out that the condition of Austria’s finances has 
gone from bad to worse. The fear is expressed 
that the release of the liens has come too late. 
There is no longer sufficient guarantees for the 
bank of issue that is being established, and the 
Powers are urgently asked to provide adequate 
guarantees for the bank.

TULLAMORE UNDER THB

Normal conditions now prevail in Tullamore— 
a welcome change from the situation which the 
occupation of the irregulars created. The town 
has lost three fine public buildings—the county 
courthouse, the county jail, and the old cavalry 
barracks, which for many years was the county 
headquarters of the Constabulary. The towns- 
people consider that they have got off lightly, 
when the havoc wrought in other centres is 
remembered. 

The burning of the courthouse has resulted in 
the destruction of the offices of the County 
Council, which. were situated there, Important 
hooks, documents, and records, the property of 
the County Council, were burned, and their loss 
will have the effect of upsetting the work of the 
Council for some time to come. 

In business Tullamore suffered heavily. On 
houses and shops in the town there were daily

IRREGULARS “WARN” 
RAILWAYMEN, 


The Irish Trades Union Congress -in 
session in Dublin yesterday passed a reso- 
lution demanding the withdrawal of the 
Irish Press censorship, holding that it 
was enforced in such a way as to interfere 
with the liberty and freedom of the news- 
papers. 


During the session a remarkable docu- 
ment purporting to have been issued by 
irregulars was handed to the delegates 
warning them that railwaymen who effect 
repairs to railway property destroyed by 
the irregulars as part of their militarv 
policy will be treated as _ pro-national 
combatants. 

It was decided to the

public session this morning. 

At the opening of the second day's sitting of 
the Irish Trades Union Congress in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, yesterday, Mr, Anthony (Type

They did 
not object to a military censorship which would 
prevent military information from reaching an 
enemy; but what was the state of affairs in 
Ireland at present ?

RAILWAY PROFITS. 
MR. JOHNSON’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. Johnson, speaking on the subject of the 
frish Railway Commission, the work. of which, 
he said, was finished, mentioned, as 
fact which came out in the course of the in- 
quiry, that in 40 years something like 165 
millions of money had been spent by the public 
for railway services, and out of that about 60 
millions had gone to railway shareholders. Yet 
the dividends that they had received had not 
been extraordinary, and not much more thar 
the average of commercial undertakings of 
good class. 
The public paid something lke £65 out 
every £100.for the use. of the railways, th: 
working, upkeep, and renewal. The other £55 
went to the shareholders. From this thév 
could understand why it was difficult for the 
workers to improve their conditions, and the 
same sct of facts ‘applied to every industry in 
which people had money invested. 
These undertakings paid them from one-third 
to one-half the cost of any commodity, whether 
in the form of service or of consumabie 
material, for interest on capital. Manufacturers 
and merchants wished that such a state ot! 
things should continue, because they wanted 
to ensure that a fair dividend should be paid 
on capital.

SIR $, HOARE'S STATEMENT. 


The report of the deputation representing 
persons whose homes in Ireland have been de- 
stroyed or confiscated, received by Sir Samuel 
Hoare ai the offices of the Irish Distress Com- 
mittee on Thursday last, was issued last night 
by the Irish Registration Bureau for Exiles from 
Ireland. 

The Chairman, who introduced the deputa- 
tion, handed to Sir Samuel Hoare a prepared 
statement on the matters which they wished to 
discuss, F ! 

Sir Samuel Hoare said—I am simply the 
Chairnan of a Committee formed in the spring 
of this year for the purpose of giving tem 
porary relief to refugees from hem The 
Committee was set up to deal with what was 
believed to be a temporary emergency. Firstly, 
the terms of reference were very restricted. 
Secondly, there is the difficulty of being faced 
with a number of very urgent cases about 
which, for obvious reasons, it is almost impos- 
sible to make inquirres in Ireland. This Com- 
mittee can give relief to any refugee who has 
left Ireland and is in Great Britain. and also 
to any Irish bean in Great Britain who, owing 
to the disturbed conditions of that country, are 
unable to return to Ireland. This latter kina 
of relief is an extension of our original terms oi 
reference. 

Under the terms of reference as they are now, 
we are first of all dealing with a large number 
of cases requiring temporary relief, either by 
means of weekly payments or small lump-sum 
payments. It is a very significant fact that we 
are getting from Ireland, at the moment, almost 
as many Roman Catholic as Protestant refugees, 
and we deal with them all without making any 
difference whatsoever. 

We have recently added to our Committée 
one of the most distinguished members of the 
Ministry of Labour, and, through his assistance 
and advice, we have been able to find employ- 
ment for a certain number of these refugees. 


CONDITIONS OF LOANS. 


We art now making loans, either against a 
decree of compensation, or, in exceptional cases 
of hardship, against any other form of security 
which we consider suitable. As a result of my 
representations, the Irish Distress Committee 
is now empowered to make payments in t.e 
form of small loans, either against claims 
which have already been admitted, or which 
are likely to be admitted; and | need not say 
that those loans, and, in fact, all Joans made 
by the Committee, are made without interest. 

My Committee are, at the request of the 
Government, acting as a clearing-house for all 
refuge. questions. Under the terms of refer- 
ence we cannot give relief to persons actually 
in Ireland, but can only deal with cases in 
Great Britain. We have, however, made ar- 
rangements in certain cases, such as those of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary pensioners or ex- 
Service pensioners, under which an advance 
can be made to them in Ireland towards their 
travelling expenses to Great Britain if it is 
considered unsafe for them to continue to live 
in Ireland. 

The sum placed at the disposal of my Com- 
mittee by the Treasury was originally £10,000, 
but assurances have more than once been given 
by the Government that, if this sum is not 
sufficient, a further sum will be at once allo 
cated for this work of relief. Moreover, the 
Provisional Government has undertaken to re- 
pay to the British Government the moneys ad- 
vanced by my Committee in giving relief to 
these refugees. 

In a case of damage to property or persons, 
or where property im Ireland has been confis- 
cated, a solicitor should lodge a notice «t once 
with the Provisional Government, stating that a 
detailed claim will be made in due course. The 
Provisional Government have stated that this is 
the procedure they wish adopted, and I should, 
therefore, advise you to send in notices of claims 
at once. This refers, of course, to post-Treaty 
cases. Pending a final settlement of the claim, 
whatever the claim may be, my Committee are 
prepared to make loans or payments on account 
to any refugee who finds himself in temporary 
financial straits. Refugees, therefore, v ho bave 
claims, and are themselves in need of temporary 
assistarce, should communicate with the Secre- 
tary of the Committee at 9 Queen Anne's C:te. 
It iss difficwit tor me, or any one 
of us, to say what is going to take place in 
Ireland, but having sent in your notice to the 
Provisional Government, you or any person who 
has suffered lossan Ireland can come here, and 
if you are in temporary straits for money we 
will make a small loan on account at once. 

I should like to make a general observation 
before I conclude, with reference to any volun- 
tary organisations which are working at the 
same problem as we are, and particularly to 
Lord Linlithgow's Committee. We are most 
anxious to work in close co-operation with these 
organisations. 

I will now turn to the specific questions. 

PRE-TREATY CASES. 

The Chairman—With regard to the pre-Treaty 
defended cases, we understand that they do not 
come before Lord Shaw's Commission, and 
there is no prospect of a settlement being 
arrived at. These are cases thrashed out 
before a judge, and decrees have been granted, 
but these have not been paid, owing to there 
being resistance to the law. 

Sir Samuel Houre—Cases which were de- 
fended will not come before the Shaw Com- 
mission, but are due to be paid in full by the 
Provisional Government I am informed that 
they will be paid, and will be paid at once. 

The Chairman referred to the case of a trader 
in Duhdalk whose extensive drapery business 
had been destroyed, and he was now in a siate 
of very great necessity. 

Sir 8. Hoare—That particular case has 
already been referred by my Committee to the 
Treasury, and we are doing what we can. 

The Chairman asked, as the Shaw Commis- 
sion had only heard some ten cases out of the 
total, believed to number 10,000, had any ap- 
sroximate date been arrived at when these 
Sania would be concluded ? 

Sir Samuel Hoare said that the Commission 
had appointed a number of investigators, all of 
whom he understood were qualified technical 
men, who would interview either the plaintiff 
or the plaintiff's solicitor, and if the award 
could be agreed between them it would be 
reported to the Shaw Commission, and approved 
as a judgment by that Commission. If. how- 
ever, conflict arose between the investigator 
and the plaintiff, the case would be heard in 
detail by the Shaw Commission. 

The deputation were generally of the opinion 
that this was a most unsatisfactory arrange- 
ment, as these investigators would probably— 
and this, they contended, was their personal ex- 
perience—force the ylaintiff to accept a consider 
ably lower award than that which he should 
get, and as these cases were heard in Irelani 
there was «mall possibility of justice being "na 

Sir 8S. Hoare expressed the hope that their 
fears in this connection were groundless. but 
said that in any case he would transmit the 
views of the deputation to Mr. Churchill. A 
letter which he had received from Lord Shaw's 
Commission in answer to his representations 
stated that the Commission was most anxious to 
meet the convenience of the parties, and, if 
necessary, they would be prepared to take evi- 
dence in England in order to deal with parti- 
cular claims, The letter added that arrange- 
ments could be made for evidence to be taken 
and facts investigated either through the 
claimant's representative in Ircland or in such 
other circumstances and locality as are likely to 
meet with the convenience of the parties, and 
al the same time enable the Commission to 
satiefy the obligation imposed ufon them. 

The Chairman asked if it would not be possible 
for a tribunal to be set up in London to deal 
with these cases. He said that the undefended 
cases already heard by the County Court 
Judges were now being cut down 40 or 50 per 
cent. by the Shaw Commission. 

Sir Samuel Hoare promised to raise the ques- 
tion of a tribunal with Mr. Churchill, and to 
obtain, if possible, the reports of the nine de- 
cisions. He agreed that the claims should be 
fairly and expeditiously settled by men whose 
opinion and authority was generally accepted. 

The Chairman vs. AR. who was to pay the 
awards of the defended cases and the cases 
heard by Lord Shaw's Commission. 

Sir Samuel Hoare said that the awards would 
be paid, in the first instance, by the Ministry 
of Finance of the Provisional Government. 

The deputation asked what would happen if- 
the Ministry of Finance refused to pay, and it 
was explained to them that such an action by 
the Provisional Government was most unlikely ; 
but, if they did, a new situation would arise, 
which His Majesty's Government would certainly 
deal with. 

Sir S. Hoare said that, whilst he could not 
speak for the Government, he could not conceive 
Parliament's being either so foolish or so fatth- 
less as to allow their friends to lose the com 
pensation to which they were entitled. 

The Chairman inquired as to the procedure 
for obtaining compensation for persons who had 
suffered in the recent conflict between the 
national lrish troops and the irregulars. 

Sir 8. Hoare drew the attention of the depu- 
tation to the official notice published in the 
Dublin Gazette on July 11th, inviting those who 
had sustained losses to their property on or 
since June 27th, in the course of the military 
operations of the national Army, to lodge par- 
ticulars of their claims with the Provisional 
Government. 

The Chairman, on behalf of the deputation, 
thanked Sir 8. Hoare for receiving them, and 
said that they were all sure that, so far as it 
lay in the porer of him or his Committee, they 
would receive every assistance and advice pos- 
sible. 

Sir 8. Hoare said that he would welcome any 
suggestions from the Southern Irish Loyalist 
Relief Association, or anyone, as to how they 
could be of further assistance to refugees now 
in- England, and he would willingly receive a 
further deputation at any time it was required.

VACATION SITTINGS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE PIM.) 

“In the King’s Bench Division, Mr. Maguire 
(instructed by Mr. William J. Norman) applied 
on behalf of Mr. Frank Purcell and of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union for an 
order of habeas corpus directed to the Governor 
of Dundalk Prison and to the Adjutant-General, 
Headquarters, Portobello Barracks, to bring up 
the body of Mr. Purcell and show cause why he 
should not be released. The application, counsel 
said, was based upon three affidavits. Mr. 
Philip Purcell, of Cloncurry, Enfield, County 
Kildare, stated in an affidavit that he was a 
brother of Frank Purcell, who resided until 
recently at 3 Mount Temple road, Arbour Hill, 
Dublin. He had been employed in Dublin at 
the head office of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, 35 Parecit áanáish. 
He had been in this employment for some time. 
He was informed and believed that on the lith 
July, 1922, his brother was arrested by the 
national forces at Lucan while on his way to 
Dublin from the County Kildare, where he was 
visiting his fiancée. ince then he had been 
detained in custody. Frank Purcell was 
not in any way connected with the executive 
forces, nor was he a member of any organisa- 
tion other than the Transport Union, of which 
he had been for a long time a member. He 
believed that his brother was not involved in 
recent hostilities, and that no grounds existed 
for detaining him in eustody al present. No 
charge had en made against him, nor was 
there any evidence of any kind against him, 
and he believed that it was unfair to ask him 
to sign any declaration or undertaking in the 
mature of that which wae proposed to him. 
His brother wished to get out of custody in 
order that he might attend to his ordinary 
business and for po other reason. 

Counsel .also referred to the affidavit of 
Alderman O’Brien, tteasurer of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, who stated that Frank Purcell 
was in the employment of the Union as an 
official and organiser for some time prior to the 
outbreak of hostilities and the firing which took 
place on the 28th June. On that day Mr. 
Purcell was engaged working in the office, but 
vwing to the incessant firing and unsafe condi- 
tion of the streets and of these premises it was 
impossible to do any business, Accordingly the 
staff removed from 35 Parnell square to his 
(Alderman O'Brien's) house, 77 Botanic road, 
where Mr. Purcell and some other members of 
the staff carried on the work of the office until 
the Friday following. On the Saturday morn- 
ing it became evident that it was useless to 
attempt to carry on the work, and he told the 
members of the staff, including Mr. Purcell, 
that they would not resume business until the 
immediate trouble was over and that they 
might go home. He knew that Mr. Purcell 
was in the habit of going down to Kildare for 
week-ends, and he believed that he went down 
to Carbury on Saturday, Ist July. He learned 
that on his way back to Dublin, on the mornin 
of 1Rh July, he was arrested at Lucan and had 
since been detained. On the 13th July he 
(Alderman O'Brien) wrote a letter to the 
Minister for Defence of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, in which attention was directed to the 
circumstances of Mr. Purcell’s arrest and deten- 
tion, and requesting that the case should be 
immediately inquired into. That letter was 
merely acknowledged. Mr. Purcell had declined 
to sign the form submitted ' to him by the 
authorities on which he would be released. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that this was a matter 
of considerable importance, and that notice 
should be served on the Governor of the prison 
and on the Chief of Staff. 

Mr. Maguire said that probably 
Adviser would accept service. 

Mr. Justice Pim suid that he 
satisfied with that. 

Mr. Maguire said that the notice that would 
be served would be one for an absolute order. 

Mr. Justice Pim—It does not follow that we 
will give it to you. 

Mr. Maguire suggested that an order should 
be made for the production of Mr. Purcell. | 

Mr. Justice Pim said that he would not order 
the issue of any writ that day. Counsel could 
appeal to the judge who would sit next week 
for that order. ;

WILL DRAWN BY A SHOPMAN. 


In the Probate Division, in an actiow which 
is being brought by Mrs. Elizabeth Garrahan 
to establish the will, dated May 10th, 1922, of 
her husband, who died on the llth of June, 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, with whom was Mr. 
Geoghegan (instructed by Mr. T. W. Delaney), 
apphed that Mr. Edward Farrell, ex-workhouse 
master, be appointed administrator pendente 
lite The defendants were two brothers and a 
sister of the testator, and were seeking to 
establish a will made on the day of the 
testators death.

An application came before Mr. Justice Dodd 
a short while ago to appoint Mrs. Garrahan, 
the widow, as administratrix, and the judge 
thought that under the circumstances, some 
independent person should be appointed, and he 
adjourned the application in order to enable 
the parties to agree upon some suitable person. 
The estate consists of two farms and a general 
shop, and, if Mr. Farrell was appointed, he was 
willing to reside on the farm and manage the 
business. The other side had suggested Mr. 
Hugh Flood, of Ballymahon, but with the 
condition that Newman should be kept on. 
The plaintiff objected to the presence of New- 
man, not only because he had drawn the will, 
but because he was continuously offensive to 
her. The plaintiff had no objection to Mr. 
Flood if he dispensed with the service of 
Newinman, who in the last will left himself a 
sum of £50, and signed it as witness. 

The Judge—So that he has no interest under 
the will.
